CONGRESSIONAL CONFERENCES. 


A Meeting Hold al Hanover and One At Get- 


tysburg— No Conclusion Reached 


The Congre*iona' conferees of Adams 


and York counties held their fourth meet- 
ing in Hanover Wednesday last, when all 
were present except Mr. Neely, ol this 
county, in whose place J. 1, Butt Esq., 
was substituted 


Fifteen baiiots, making a tot,il u! thirty 


five since the opening ol the Mist meeting 
were taken, all resulting m a tie — three 
lor each of the candidates 


Several propositions were made by the 


York conferees, none of which were ac- 
ceptable to Adams aoucty, and they were., 
therefore, rejected. 


The Adams conferees rfiVriid fihe follow- 


ing proposition, which York refused to 
accept : 


The Adams county conferees respect 


fully represent that during the existence 
of the Congressional district to which 
Yoik and Adauis cotmtiee belonged, cov- 
ering a period of twenty eight years, York 
county had the representative for twelve 
years und Adams county for eight years ; 
tbat York comity has had the Congres- 
sional nominations aud representatives for 
the past four years ; and that the Adama 
County Democratic Convention, on July 
21, 1002, adopted a resolution declaring 
that Adauis county ia entitled to the Cou- 
gresaionul nomination at this time, as a 
right to be accorded by the Democracy of 
York county.

His Carriage Demolished l>y Swift Trolley Car 


Hurled 20 Fed 


Literally by a hair's breadth President 


Roosevelt escaped a shocking death on 
Wednesday, the last day of his tour of 
New England, when the carriage in which 
he was driving, near Lenox, Mass., was 
totally wrecked by an electric car. 
The 


President was hurled 20 feet through the 
air on to the road, sustaining bruieea and 
scratches on the face, his Secret Service 
Guard, William 
Craig, 
was 
instantly 


killed, and tbe driver of the carriage, D. 
J. Pratt, received a fractured skull. 


Of the others in the oarnsje with the 


President, Secretary Heorge B. Cortelyou 
was seriously cut about the face and hack 
of tbe head, and waa rendered uncon- 
sciona ; Governor W. Murray Crane was 
slightly bruised ; Congressman George P. 
Lawrence escaped practically anhurt. One 
of the horses was instantly killed. 


Tbe accident was caused by the driver 


attempting to cross the tracks diagonally, 
without noticing the trolley oar, which 
was coming up at great speed from be- 
hind. 
Thia all happened at a few min- 


utes before 10 o'clock, aoout three miles 
out of Pittsfield. 
The President's carriage 


was smashed into splinters, and it was a 
marvel to Surgeon Lung and the others, 
who helped to pick up the wounded, that 
every one in the carriage had not beeu 
killed. 


Just prior to the accident the President 


had called on former Haunter Henry L. 
Dawes. 


The President was sent flying through 


the air 20 feet off Do the. right, where he, 
Mi. Corlelyou, Governor Crauu and Con- 
gressman Lawieneu fell iu a noap among 
the) debris. The hoi BOB attached to the 
carriage, and thoae ridden by the soldiers, 
plunged aixiut wildly. The greatest ex- 
citement prevailed. 


Two soldiers, those on the off side, leap- 


ed from their horses to aid the President, 
but before they could reach him he arose 


Walking over to the trolley oar the 


President aaid to the frightened motor- 
man : 


"What did you run that car in here 


for?" 


The President waa angry and excited. 
"You don't suppose I did it on purpose, 


do you?" tha motormau replied. 


The President turned away, and as he 


did BO the tnotorrcan yelled: "I had the 
right of way, anyhow : You hud a right 
to look out 1" 


It was then seen that the President had 


an abrasion on hie right cheek, about the 
size of a half-dollar. 
He insisted that he 


was oot hurt.

Counties Fail to Agree on a ConKrom,- 


loiml Camllclute. 


The Republican Congressional conferees 


of the 20th district met in Gettysburg laat 
Thursday, at Hotel Gettysburg, bat did 
not choose a candidate. 


D. F. Lafean, the York county choice 


for the nomination, was represented by R. 
H. Shindle, M. O. Lewis, Jamee G. Glees- 
nei, Colonel J. &.. Stable, Harry Emigand 
James A. Dale. 
When these gentlemen 


arrived in Gettysburg they were informed 
that the Adams conuty confnreee, ap- 
pointed by William A. Himes, the Adams 
county choice, would not enter the con- 
leronoe unless York agree to meet Adams 
upon an equality. The contention waa 
partially settled by an agreement for Ad- 
ams' three, John L. Hill, of Gettysburg ; 
Captain Calvin Gilbert, of Gettysburg, aud 
F. iM. Miller, ol New Oxford, to meet tbe 
conferees appointed by Mi. Lafean for the 
purpose o< informally talking over the 
question of representation. 


The discussion was carried on in a way 


until almost 3.30 o'clock without any con- 
clusive result. Then the Adama people 
agreed to enter ttie conference merely for 
the purpose ol effecting an organization. 
Colonel James A. Stable waa elected chair- 
man and Dr, Jamea A. Dale and John L. 
Hill were elected secretaries. Immediately 
after the organization tbe motion for ad- 
journment waa passed, to meet in York 
again to-day.

The York Diyiutch, Republican, eaya 


that the Y'ork county Republicans are 
convinced that Y'ork, in view of its larger 
vote, ia entitled to a larger representation, 
but they are disposed to enter into some 
agreement that will make Adams feel sure 
that ite rights will not be encroached upon. 
Thut such an agreement might be entered 
into, York county first offered to go into 
the conference with each of the six con- 
fereea voting one-half vote, and, when this 
was i ejected, to go in with six but have 
only three ol them vote if tbe question of 
representation in future conferences would 
not be conniderod involved. But the only 
conceHsiou that could be obtained was tht 
agreement to enter the conference provid- 
ing York would vote for an immediate 
adjournment.

FISH FOR COUNTY STREAMS. 


A Large Number Brought by a Government Fish 


Car—The Streams Well Stocked. 


Car So. 5 of the United States Fish 


Commission arrived here last Thursday 
afternoon and left with local fishermen 
900 black bass minnows called yearlings 
The fish were distributed to Dr. Henry 
Stewart, Chas. W. Myers, Geo. W. Myers 
John L. She»ds and D. Emory Sheods 
who at once placed them in Marsh Creek 
at various points. 


These fish were secured only after long 


effort through Adams county's repreeenta 
lives at Harrisbnrg and Congressman 
Robt, J. Lswis. Ueo. W. Myers for 
number of years has been trying to have 
the Commission favor this locality and i 
waa only last spring when 3000 brook 
trout were sent here that favorable results 
were obtained. The young bass jusi 
placed in Marsh Creek will grow to about 
six inches in about two years. Below 
six inches the law forbids that they be 
taken from the streams, 


The oar that was here came from the 


Government hatcheries al 
Wytboville 


Va.. and was in charge ol J. V'". Johnson, 
who hits five assistants with him. There 
are five oars in use by the Fish Commis 
sion and each one is fitted out completely 
for this special work. Among the ar- 
rangements of the car was a stationary 
engine which pumps fresh air day auc 
night into the cans containing the fish. 


In addition to the 900 small bass left 


here, a large number of fish were left at 
Fairfleld : 600 rainbow trout to Dr. J. 
E. Glenn, 500.to H. L. Karnaugh, 500 to 
D. H. Rook, 500 to Rev. VVV J. D. Shearer, 
100 black bass to Clarence Musselman, 100 
of the same to J. J. Hare, 500 rook bass to 
J. P. Snyder. At Orrtanna Uolin T. Star- 
ner received O'JO rainbow trout, and at 
McKnightstown C. A Hartman received 
000 ol the same. 200 black bass were sent 
trom here to Mt. Holly for Mr. Chas. H. 
Mnllin. 


From here the car left on Friday for 


Columbia, Reading and other points in 
the eastern part of the State. The car had 
about 10,000 fish aboard when here. After 
these are distributed the car returns to the 
hatcheries for a new consignment. 
The 


five cars are kept on the road throughout 
the year in all parts of the United States. 


Another lot ol Mi is expected here be- 


fore winter. 
Within the next several 


years Adama county fishermen may ex- 
pect fine fishing. 


We are informed that in addition to the 


900 black baas mentioned above, 1,500 
more were left here Thursday as well as 
200 rainbow trout. This makes a total of 
2,000 for the noarby streams.

The Act referred to makta it a misdt.- 
meanor on the part of parents or guar- 
dians to allow their children to roam the 
streets during school hours. They are 
compelled by this law to send their chil 
dren to school, or give good reasons for 
not doing so. Those employing cbildren 
between the ages of thirteen and sixteen 
yearn are required to report their names 
to the Secretary of the Board.

SLOCUM MONUMENT. 


Preparations Made lor Ihe Dedication of the 


Memorial to the Brave Commander. 


The chief event of September will be the 


dedication of the equestrian statue just 
erected on Stevens Knoll to the memory 
ol Major General Henry W. Slocnm, by 
the State of New York, on the 19tb and 
20th. Besides the presence ol tbe New 
York Seventh Regiment, there will be fifty 
men provided for at the public expense 
from each regiment in tbe State of New 
York who served in the 12th Corps. Sup- 
plemental to these proceedings will be the 
annual meeting of the Army of the Poto 
mac Society, a distinctive feature of which 
will be the reunion of the Society of tbe 
Sixth Army Corps. 


Colonel liedfield Proctor, the present dis- 


tinguished Senator from the state of Ver- 
mont, is the President of the society. Dur 
ing the War he served in tbe famous Ver- 
mont Brigade as Major of the Fifth Regi- 
ment of Vermont Volunteers, and was 
subsequently Colonel of the Sixth Army 
Corps. 
There were 13 Pennsylvania regi 


rreuts in the Corps. They were tbe 49th, 
that came largely from the Juniata Valley, 
the 93d, from Lebanon, and surrounding 
country, the 87th from York county, and 
the 9tith, from Schuylkill county.

CHARCOAL FOR HOGS. 


There seems to be something in char- 


coal and stone coal which the hog's sys- 
tem demands, and they will eat it greed- 
ily when they can get any, and thrive 
better than when they are deprived of It. 
This latter fact r»w been demonstrated 
by a practical test made by one of the 
moat intelligent bog raise s in eastern 
Illinois. Lack of space forbids us giving 
tue experiment m detail and the con do 
sions the breeder arrived at, but suffice 
It to say he found that the practice of 
tarnishing his hogs with all the charcoal 
they would eat paid a big proSt for the 
money and labor expended. 
The char 


coal he fed waa made from bard wood, 
bat he stated that in his opinion prairie 
farmers could attain fully as good re- 
sults from obarriug corn cobs. The same 
methods that are used in burning wood 
charcoal should be followed as closely as 
possible in preparing the corn cobs. The 
main thing to secure a good article of 
either kind is to perform the charring 
operation without allowing the material 
t) be exposed to the air. In the manu- 
facture of cob charcoal a hole may be 
dug deep enough and wide enough to 
contain the amount you wisb to operate 
on. Spread the bottom of the pit with 
dry shavings, saturated with coul oil, and 
set it on fire, throwing on a layer of cobs 
as soon as the fire begins burn. Give the 
Drat layer of cobs time to become well 
ignited, and then fill tbe pit full of them. 
Shovel earth over the top of the cobs un- 
til they are completely covered, and bank 
up well around tbe edges. The kiln can 
be started in the evening and when 
opened the next morning it will be dis 
covered that the cobs are 
charred 


through and ready to be fed either alone 
01 with additions of snob medicine as 
one desires to administer.—Ex.

THE GROWING PIGS. 


Doubtless it is well to say again that 


growing pigs snonld not be fed fat-pro- 
ducing corn. It ie growth, not (at, that 
they need, and if made fat during the 
growing period, growth will be restrict 
ed. Pasture, especially clover, is oneot 
the best sources of the elements of pig 
growth and at low coat. Peas and oats 
sown together also make growth in ac 
extremely satisfactory 
manner. And 


it must not be forgotten that rape is ont 
of the best forage plants for hogs as well 
as sheep. This plant can be- sown, and 
with ordinary growing weather, in s'x 
weeks it will be ready for pasturing. 13j 
the use of a portable fence a portion ol 
tho pasture can be fed down, then closer, 
to the pigs, which can ba feeding on BC- 
D' her portion while the first is regrowmg 
Making three such divisions, 11 of suffi- 
cient size, will furnish good pasturagt 
daring the entire seasor. But on anj 
pasture growing pigs do best and make 
the most protitable growth if some gratD 
feed is given, shorts being tetter madt 
into thioR slop, than corn or even barley. 
O.its ground are a good feed for grow- 
ing pigs, but they are high priced tint 
soaaon, and especially so when indiges- 
tible hull is considered, and therefore no 
an economical feed. If oats are on hand 
it will be butter to exchange them foi 
shorta than to ieed them. Good watei 
must not be forgotten in thisconnectioi. 
and shade should be provided. 
If to 


these things is added an opportunity to 
get a box containing the mixture of chai- 
coal, salt aahes, etc., so often recom- 
mended, the health and thrift of the ani- 
mals will be almost positively assured.
